staff say s. 


In a con fiden tial staff report obtain ed 
by The Associated Press, the staff 
cites 
ev iden ce 
that then -Treasu ry 
Secretary John 
B. 
Con n ally 
was 
con tacted abou t at least on e aspect of 
the case. The report say s Con n ally 


may hav e con tacted Walters abou t it 
Bu t the report also said it fou n d n o 
ev iden ce that the IRS or the Ju stice 
Departmen t behav ed improperly . The 
report blamed bu reau cratic bu n g les 
for the ag en cies’ failu re to follow u p on 
recommen dation s for an ex pan ded tax 
au dit 
an d 
possible 
crim in al 
prosecu tion . 
The report said that a n ew IRS ag en t 
mistak en ly con clu ded that the dairy 
cooperativ e, Associated Milk Produ c­ 
ers, In c., had too little in come to mak e 
an ex pan ded au dit pay off in tax 
dollars. 


An d it said the Ju stice Departmen t, 
which had been ask ed by the IRS to 
look in to possible crimin al prosecu tion 
of the co-op, misplaced the records of 
the case u n til the statu te of limitation s 
ex pired, m ak in g an y prosecu tion 
impossible. 
The IRS story — as ou tlin ed in the 
staff report — started when a rou tin e 
au dit of the milk produ cers fou n d they 
had spen t $90,000 in corporate mon ey 
to produ ce a political pictu re book of 
former Presiden t Ly n don B. John son ’s 
messag es to Con g ress in 1968. Federal 
law prohibits corporate don ation s to 


political campaig n s. 
Fv en tu ally , the co-op ag reed to drop 
its claim of a tax dedu ction for this 
ex pen ditu re. 
Mean while, the co-op hired on e of 
Con n ally ’s sen ior law partn ers, 
Marv in Collie of Hou ston , Tex ., to 
han dle the case. An other co-op lawy er, 
Jak e Jacobsen , check ed with Con n ally 
before hirin g Collie an d Con n ally 
raised n o objection . 
Abou t the same time, Walters han ded 
a su bordin ate IRS official a docu men t, 
apparen tly drafted by a represen tativ e 
of the co-op, g iv in g its side of the case. 


The su bordin ate, Albert Brisbin , was 
qu oted as say in g he believ ed Walters 
g ot the docu men t from Con n ally or on e 
of his aides, bu t Walters was qu oted as 
say in g he is almost certain he g ot it 
somewhere else. 
In an y case, Brisbin g av e it to the IRS 
man in Au stin , Tex ., Robert Phin n ey , 
an old frien d an d former bu sin ess 
partn er of Con n ally . Phin n ey passed it 
alon g to the IRS ag en t con du ctin g the 
au dit, writin g on it, “A1 Brisbin qu oted 
Commission er Walters to me say in g , 
‘Do what’s rig ht bu t let’s close it as 
soon as we can !” 


Nev ertheless, the ag en t, Doy le Bon d 
of San An ton io, recommen ded that the 
$90,000 matter be sen t to the Ju stice 
Departm en t for possible crim in al 
action , an d that the IRS look at two 
more y ears of the milk produ cers 
retu rn s. 


Records for those y ears, which su r­ 
faced later as a resu lt of Waterg ate 
an d an titru st in v estig ation s, show 
ev iden ce of illeg al political g ifts to 


Repu blican s an d Democrats alik e, to­ 
tallin g sev eral hu n dred thou san d 
dollars.

g ettin g lower prices than they did a 
y ear ag o, while con su mers are pay in g 
abou t on e-fifth more for food. 
The Ag ricu ltu re Departmen t said 
Friday its farm price in dex sk idded 
an other 6 per cen t between May 15 an d 
Ju n e 15, pu ttin g the in dicator 4 per 
cen t below a y ear earlier. 
It was the fou rth mon th in a row that 
farm prices declin ed. 
Bu t in an other report earlier this 
week , USDA said a mark et bask et of 
farm-produ ced food in May sold in 
retail stores at 19 pei cen t abov e y ear- 
earlier costs. 
The middleman share of food costs 
has risen partly becau se ju st abou t 
ev ery thin g is more ex pen siv e these 
day s, in clu din g labor an d t r a n s ­ 
portation . 
Bu t man y admin istration officials, 
in clu din g Ag ricu ltu re Secretary Earl 
L. Bu tz, say those mark u ps cou ld be 
redu ced so that con su mers can g et

Reactin g to the widen in g g ap between 
what farmers g et for liv estock an d 
con su mers pay for meat, Bu tz an ­ 
n ou n ced Friday a n ew task force to 
ex amin e the mark u ps an d come u p 
with recommen dation s on how they 
can be trimmed. 
“I hope that we can g et more ef­ 
ficien cy in the whole mark etin g an d 
distribu tin g an d processin g chain , an d 
that improv ed produ ctiv ity can be 
passed both way s,” Bu tz said. “Retail 
prices to con su mers shou ld reflect 
prices to produ cers, an d prices to beef 
g rowers shou ld reflect retail prices.” 
Declin in g prices for liv estock hav e led 
the down ward march in farm prices 
for mon ths. As a g rou p, meat an imal 
prices declin ed an other 12 per cen t 
from mid-May to m id-Ju n e an d 
av erag ed 29 per cen t below a y ear 
earlier. 
Cattle prices, for ex ample, were $32.20 
per 100 pou n ds on the hoof, down $4.90 
from May an d $11.60 below a y ear 
earlier. The Ju n e 15 av erag e also was 
$19.40 per 100 pou n ds below the record 
last Au g u st. 
The m ark et bask et fig u res showed 
retail cou n ter beef in May av erag ed 
$1.35 per pou n d, on e cen t less than in 
May 1973.

Spok esman for fiv e of the n ation ’s 
larg est in su rers said risin g medical 
bills an d au to repair costs are forcin g 
compan ies to pay more tor each ac­ 
ciden t claim. An d they said motorists 
n ow are hav in g more acciden ts sin ce 
the g asolin e shortag e of last win ter 
eased. 
“Du rin g the early mon ths of 1974, the 
frequ en cy of acciden ts dropped su b­ 
stan tially ,” a spok esman for the 
Trav elers In su ran ce Cos. said. “Bu t 
other costs, hospital an d repair work 
were g oin g u p. It was a stan doff. 
“ Now the g asolin e is more av ailable 
an d the acciden t frequ en cy is n ot so 
low, an d the other costs are still risin g . 
“These facts show that we’re v irtu ally 
g oin g to hav e to raise rates, bu t it’s too 
early to tell how mu ch.”

Accordin g to the federal Con su mer 
Price In dex (CPI), sin ce 1971 hospital 
rates hav e risen 15 per cen t, medical 
costs 10 per cen t, doctors’ fees 9 per 
cen t an d au to repair an d main ten an ce 
14 per cen t. Du rin g the same period, 
the CPI recorded a 3.4 per cen t drop in 
au to in su ran ce rates.

Within a few week s, Hu n t said, he had 
join ed the White Hou se plu mbers, a 
White Hou se in v estig ativ e u n it set u p 
to close leak s of n ation al secu rity 
in formation to the n ews media. The 
other plu mbers in clu ded Liddy . 
Hu n t said a decision was made to 
obtain psy cholog ical in form ation 
abou t Ellsberg , in part becau se of 
White Hou se fears that he wou ld 
become a n ation al m arty r. 
Ellsberg , who leak ed the Pen tag on 
papers stu dy of the Vietn am war to the 
press, was at the time the su bject of 
federal prosecu tion . 
In Ju ly , 1971, Dr. Fieldin g tu rn ed 
down persisten t FBI requ ests for 
Ellsberg ’s files, he testified. Hu n t said 
the plu mbers beg an con siderin g cov ert 
methods of obtain in g derog atory in ­ 
formation abou t Ellsberg . 
“ It seemed to me at least, a bag job 
was in order,” Hu n t testified, u sin g the 
in tellig en ce phrase for a break -in . 
After Ehrlichman in itialed his ok ay on 
an Au g . 11 memo, Hu n t an d Liddy flew 
to Californ ia for a recon n aissan ce of 
Fieldin g ’s office. 
Fin ally on Au g . 31, Ehrlichman was 
in formed the operation was ready to 
g o.

Wein berg er said the 1974 report to 
Con g ress, “The Health Con sequ en ces 
of Smok in g ,” con firms fin din g s of the 
su rg eon g en eral’s report 10 y ears ag o 
that “cig arette smok in g is a seriou s 
health hazard.”

Claim IRS Bungled Dairy Investigation 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
Internal Revenue Service Director 
Johnnie Walters took an interest in a 
tax investigation of the nation’s largest 
daii y farmer cooperative that failed to 
uncover massive illegal political 
donations, the Watergate Committee 
staff says. 


In a confidential staff report obtained 
by The Associated Press, the staff 
cites evidence that then-Treasury 
Secretary John B. Connally was 
contacted about at least one aspect of 
the case. The report says Connally 


may have contacted Walters about it. 
But the report also said it found no 
evidence that the IRS or the Justice 
Department behaved improperly. The 
report blamed bureaucratic bungles 
for the agencies’ failure to follow up on 
recommendations for an expanded tax 
audit 
and 
possible 
criminal 
prosecution. 
The report said that a new IRS agent 
mistakenly concluded that the dairy 
cooperative, Associated Milk Produc­ 
ers, Inc., had too little income to make 
an expanded audit pay off in tax 
dollars. 


And it said the Justice Department, 
which had been asked by the IRS to 
look into possible criminal prosecution 
of the co-op, misplaced the records of 
the case until the statute of limitations 
expired, making any prosecution 
impossible. 
The IRS story — as outlined in the 
staff report — started when a routine 
audit of the milk producers found they 
had spent $90,000 in corporate money 
to produce a political picture book of 
former President Lyndon B. Johnson’s 
messages to Congress in 1968. Federal 
law prohibits corporate donations to 


political campaigns. 
Eventually, the co-op agreed to drop 
its claim of a tax deduction for this 
expenditure. 
Meanwhile, the co-op hired one of 
Connally’s senior law partners, 
Marvin Collie of Houston, Tex., to 
handle the case. Another co-op lawyer, 
Jake Jacobsen, checked with Connally 
before hiring Collie and Connally 
raised no objection. 
About the same time, Walters handed 
a subordinate IRS official a document, 
apparently drafted by a representative 
of the co-op, giving its side of the case. 


The subordinate, Albert Brisbin, was 
quoted as saying he believed Walters 
got the document from Connally or one 
of his aides, but Walters was quoted as 
saying he is almost certain he got it 
somewhere else. 
In any case, Brisbin gave it to the IRS 
man in Austin, Tex., Robert Phinney, 
an old friend and former business 
partner of Connally. Phinney passed it 
along to the IRS agent conducting the 
audit, writing on it, “Al Brisbin quoted 
Commissioner Walters to me saying, 
‘Do what’s right but let’s close it as 
soon as we can!’’ 


Nevertheless, the agent, Doyle Bond 
of San Antonio, recommended that the 
$90,000 matter be sent to the Justice 
Department for possible criminal 
action, and that the IRS look at two 
more years of the milk producers 
returns. 
Records for those years, which sur­ 
faced later as a result of Watergate 
and antitrust investigations, show 
evidence of illegal political gifts to 
Republicans and Democrats alike, to­ 
talling several hundred thousand 
dollars.

MOSCOW (AP) — President Nixon 
and Soviet leader Leonid I. Brezhnev 
today signed a 19-year agreement to 
facilitate economic, industrial and 
technical cooperation between the So­ 
viet Union and the United States. 
It was the fourth agreement signed by 
Nixon and the Communist party 
general secretary since their summit 
talks began Thursday. Others con­ 
cerned fields of health, housing and 
energy. 
Today’s agreement includes sales of 
machinery and other equipment for 
modernizing production facilities and 
for annual exchange of economic in­ 
formation.

WASHINGTON (AP) - President 
Nixon’s full defense against im­ 
peachment 
charges 
has 
been 
presented to a House Judiciary 
Committee that is coming under in­ 
creasing partisan pressures. 
White House lawyer James D. St. 
Clair, concluding a two-day defense 
presentation Friday, had to compete 
for the committee’s attention with a 
news report indicating all 21 com­ 
mittee Democrats have already 
decided to vote for impeachment. 
Chairman Peter W. Rodino Jr., D- 
N.J., quoted by the I/)s Angeles Times 
as having made such a statement, 
vigorously denied it. But some House 
Republicans seized on the story as an 
indication the committee is conducting 
a biased investigation. 
The furor touched off by the the Los 
Angeles Times story spread to the 
House floor when Rodino was asked by

to 
quiet 
Republican 
criticism 
that 
was 
sweeping the chamber. 
Interrupting the legislative session, 
Rodino said “ unequivocally and 
categorically this statement is not 
true. There is no basis in fact for it, 
none whatsoever.” 
However, Times editor William F. 
Thomas said, “Two persons heard all 
of the remarks attributed to Mr. Ro­ 
dino, and two others were present 
during significant parts of that. The 


Times remains certain of the accuracy 
of its story.”

—Testimony began in the trial of John 
D. Ehrlichman and three others in the 
break-in at the office of Daniel EUs- 
berg’s psychiatrist. 
—A report by the Senate Watergate 
committee staff said three wealthy 
businessmen attending an intimate 
White House dinner in 1970 pledged $7 
million to Nixon’s re-election cam­ 
paign. 
—A federal judge dismissed a lawsuit 
brought by Common Cause seeking 
more data on the re-election cam­ 
paign. 
—Vice President Gerald R. Ford said 
that the House probably would vote to 
unpeach Nixon if he refuses to comply 
with a Supreme Court order to turn 
over Watergate-related tapes to the 
special prosecutor. 
—Spokesmen for Secretary of Defense 
Jam es 
R. 
Schlesinger 
and 
a 
Washington public relations firm 
denied that they planted false news 
stories to hide activities of the Central 
Intelligence Agency. 
—The Justice Department said for­ 
mer Nixon lawyer Herbert W. 
Kalmbach, convicted of campaign 
funding irregularities, will begin 
serving his sentence by noon Monday. 


Sewage Plant 


The 
Federal 
Environmental 
Protection Agency notified Circleville 
Public Utilities Director Charles 
Taylor Friday the contract for the $6.5 
million sewage plant has received final 
approval. 
The contracts with Charles H. Shook 
Inc., J. A. Guy and Dimpro Inc. were 
signed at IO a.m. today, a day before 
the deadline. 
In order to be eligible for the federal 
grant, the contract had to be prior to 
July I. 
Taylor said the construction com­ 
panies planned to begin moving 
equipment onto the site next week and 
a groundbreaking is anticipated July 8.

The agreement was signed after 
Nixon and Brezhnev held a fourth 
round of talks in the Kremlin. 
They were to leave for the Crimea to 
continue their talks on such subjects as 
further limitation of missile defense 
systems. 
Trade between the two countries last 
year totaled $1.4 billion, but the ad­ 
vances sought by the Nixon ad­ 
ministration as an instrument of 
detente 
are 
threatened 
by 
congressional resistance to permit 
trade credits and to lower tariff 
barriers. A majority of both houses 
stands opposed to such advantages un­ 
til the Soviet Union permits free 


emigration of Jews and other Soviet 
citizens. 
By the Soviet leader’s own public 
account, the talks are “passing into an 
atmosphere of frankness” — an in­ 
dication that hard bargaining has been 
done. At the top of the list is nuclear 
weapons. 
In 1972, the two powers agreed to limit 
themselves to two defense complexes, 
one to protect the capital. Up to IOO 
launchers and IOO interceptors were 
permitted at each site. 
The Soviet Union has an outmoded 
system around Moscow while the 
United States has an ABM complex 
guarding the Grand Forks, N.D., 
Minuteman base. Neither country built 
the second system. 
U.S. officials say privately that now 
Nixon and Brezhnev have virtually 
agreed to tighten the 1972 curbs. A 
joint statement said that “in par­ 


ticular, the question of additional 
measures to limit the ABM system of 
the U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A. was 
discussed.” 
The two leaders also had “an ex­ 
change of opinion” on prospects for an 
underground test ban. “The discussion 
on this question will be continued,” the 
statement said. 
Meanwhile, Nixon canceled plans to 
visit the Star City space center 17 
miles east of Moscow where Soviet and 
American spacemen are training for a 
joint venture. 
White House Press Secretary Ronald 
L. Ziegler said both leaders decided to 
use the time “for further consultation 
and negotiation.” 
Ziegler said the talks were “very 
direct,” while Soviet spokesman 
I^eonid Zamyatin said a broadening of 
detente “will require new efforts, a 
purposeful quest and good will.”

Shoppers Pay More, 
Farmers Get Less

New 
government figures show farmers are 
getting lower prices than they did a 
year ago, while consumers are paying 
about one-fifth more for food. 
The Agriculture Department said 
Friday its farm price index skidded 
another 6 per cent between May 15 and 
June 15, putting the indicator 4 per 
cent below a year earlier. 
It was the fourth month in a row that 
farm prices declined. 
But in another report earlier this 
week, USDA said a market basket of 
farm-produced food in May sold in 
retail stores at 19 per cent above year- 
earlier costs. 
The middleman share of food costs 
has risen partly because just about 
everything is more expensive these 
days, including labor and tr a n s ­ 
portation. 
But many administration officials, 
including Agriculture Secretary Earl 
L. Butz, say those markups could be 
reduced so that consumers can get

lowercost food. Meat prices, in par­ 
ticular, have caused concern. 
Reacting to the widening gap between 
what farmers get for livestock and 
consumers pay for meat, Butz an­ 
nounced Friday a new task force to 
examine the markups and come up 
with recommendations on how they 
can be trimmed. 
“I hope that we can get more ef­ 
ficiency in the whole marketing and 
distributing and processing chain, and 
that improved productivity can be 
passed both ways,” Butz said. “Retail 
prices to consumers should reflect 
prices to producers, and prices to beef 
growers should reflect retail prices.” 
Declining prices for livestock have led 
the downward march in farm prices 
for months. As a group, meat animal 
prices declined another 12 per cent 
from mid-May to mid-June and 
averaged 29 per cent below a year 
earlier. 
Cattle prices, for example, were $32.20 
per IOO pounds on the hoof, down $4.90 
from May and $11.60 below a year 
earlier. The June 15 average also was 
$19.40 per IOO pounds below the record 
last August. 
The market basket figures showed 
retail counter beef in May averaged 
$1.35 per pound, one cent less than in 
May 1973.

Automobile insurance rates, headed 
downward the past four years, will 
begin to rise soon because of inflation 
and a new upswing in accident rates, 
according to industry spokesmen. 
“The trend at this point is that rates 
will go up because of inflation. There is 
no way to circumvent this,” said a 
spokesman for the Insurance Services 
Office in New York, which provides 
1,300 companies with statistics on 
rates and claims. 
Spokesman for five of the nation’s 
largest insurers said rising medical 
bills and auto repair costs are forcing 
companies to pay more tor each ac­ 
cident claim. And they said motorists 
now are having more accidents since 
the gasoline shortage of last winter 
eased. 
“During the early months of 1974, the 
frequency of accidents dropped sub­ 
stantially,” a spokesman for the 
Travelers Insurance Cos. said. “But 
other costs, hospital and repair work 
were going up. It was a standoff. 
“Now the gasoline is more available 
and the accident frequency is not so 
low, and the other costs are still rising. 
“These facts show that we’re virtually 
going to have to raise rates, but ifs too 
early to tell how much.” 
None of the companies would estimate 
the amount of increase. 
According to the federal Consumer 
Price Index (CPI), since 1971 hospital 
rates have risen 15 per cent, medical 
costs IO per cent, doctors’ fees 9 per 
cent and auto repair and maintenance 
14 per cent. During the same period, 
the CPI recorded a 3.4 per cent drop in 
auto insurance rates. 
Spokesman 
for 
the 
Hartford 
Insurance Group and Aetna Life and 
Casualty said the lower premiums 
were the result of competition between 
companies, federal controls, rate cuts 
ordered by some state insurance 
commissioners and “no-fault” laws 
more than 20 states have enacted to 
take auto-accident cases out of the 
courts. 
No-fault systems vary among states, 
but generally enable an accident 
victim to be compensated by his own 


insurance company rather than have 
to prove in court that someone else 
caused the accident. Many states 
mandated rate reductions to reflect 
administrative savings under no-fault. 
A 
spokesman 
for 
State 
Farm 
Insurance Cos. in Bloomington, 111., 
said no rate increases were being 
sought now but in the long run State 
Farm expects “tough times” if ac­ 
cident frequencies rise and inflation 
continues. He said the company has 
indications that summer travel may be 
causing an upswing in the accident 
rate. 
Allstate, the largest auto insurer, said 
it is waiting for a study by the National 
Association of Insurance Commission­ 
ers on the energy crisis and rates 
before deciding on an increase.

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H. Merrill said the Sept. 3,1971, break- 
in “was the willfully arrogant act of 
men who took the law into their own 
hands because they thought they were 
above the law.” 
In flat unemotional terms, the 
prosecutor said the four defendants 
were guilty of a crime “against one of 
our most cherished rights,” the right 
to be free from an unlawful search. 
The four defendants are John D. 
Ehrlichman, until last spring among 
the closest of President Nixon’s inner 
circle; and convicted Watergate con­ 
spirators G. Gordon Liddy, Bernard L. 
Barker and Eugenio R. Martinez. They 
are accused of violating Fielding’s 
rights. 
A lawyer for Ehrlichman told the jury 
his client never approved anything 
illegal. A lawyer for Liddy said the 
one-time FBI agent believed he acted 
with the authority of the President. An 
attorney for Martinez and Barker said 
the break-in was nothing more than an 
extension of more than IO years 
clandestine work for the CIA in the 
minds of his clients. 
“It began with the hiring of E. Howard 
Hunt,” said Merrill in laying out the 
events leading to the raid at Fielding’s 
office at Beverly Hills, Calif. 
Hunt testified he was hired July 7, 
1971, on the recommendation of former 
White House special counsel Charles 


W. Colson and the approval of Eh­ 
rlichman. Merrill said Ehrlichman 
was “keenly aware and interested” in 
Hunt’s 21 years as a covert CIA agent. 
Within a few weeks, Hunt said, he had 
joined the White House plumbers, a 
White House investigative unit set up 
to close leaks of national security 
information to the news media. The 
other plumbers included Liddy. 
Hunt said a decision was made to 
obtain psychological information 
about Ellsberg, in part because of 
White House fears that he would 
become a national martyr. 
Ellsberg, who leaked the Pentagon 
papers study of the Vietnam war to the 
press, was at the time the subject of 
federal prosecution. 
In July, 1971, Dr. Fielding turned 
down persistent FBI requests for 
Ellsberg’s files, he testified. Hunt said 
the plumbers began considering covert 
methods of obtaining derogatory in­ 
formation about Ellsberg. 
“It seemed to me at least, a bag job 
was in order,” Hunt testified, using the 
intelligence phrase for a break-in. 
After Ehrlichman initialed his okay on 
an Aug. ll memo, Hunt and Liddy flew 
to California for a reconnaissance of 
Fielding’s office. 
Finally on Aug. 31, Ehrlichman was 
informed the operation was ready to 
go. 
Anti-Cigarette Rules 
Sought By Adm inistration 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Ten years 
after the surgeon general’s famous 
report on smoking, the secretary of 
health, education and welfare has for 
the first time requested authority to 
regulate the safety of cigarettes. 
Caspar W. 
Weinberger asked 
Congress on Friday to “consider 
legislation providing this department 
or some other appropriate agency with 
the authority to set maximum per­ 
missible 
levels 
of 
hazardous 
ingredients in cigarettes.” 
Weinberger became the first HEW 
secretary to seek such authority, 
although lower HEW officials have 
testified in favor of legislation banning 
cigarettes high in tar, nicotine and 
carbon monoxide. 
Weinberger said the 1974 report to 
Congress, “The Health Consequences 
of Smoking,” confirms findings of the 
surgeon general’s report IO years ago 
that “cigarette smoking is a serious 
health hazard.” 
The latest report, the eighth such 
report by the government, estimated 
that 
lung 
cancer killed 
72,000 
Americans last year, chronic ob­ 
structive pulmonary disease 25,000 and 
coronary heart disease 600,000. 
The U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission reluctantly voted 3-2 last 
month to turn down 
a 
petition 
requesting a ban on 27 brands of high- 
tar cigarettes. 
The commission said it lacked legal 
authority and jurisdiction over 
cigarettes, a fact noted earlier by the 


General Accounting Office, an arm of 
Congress. 
The Tobacco Institute Inc., a trade 
organization representing cigarette 
manufacturers, gave guarded praise 
for the inclusion of studies seeming to 
refute the report’s conclusions but 
criticized the U.S. Clearinghouse for 
Smoking and Health, the HEW agency 
which drafted it. 
Horace R. Komegay, the institute’s 
president, said the clearinghouse’s 
mission “is to propagandize against 
tobacco.” 


Ted Kennedy Jr. 
Fights Illness 


DUBLIN, Ireland (AP) — Teddy 
Kennedy played Scrabble in a Dublin 
hospital today and asked to go to the 
Irish Sweepstakes Derby. 
A spokesman at St. Vincent’s hospital 
here said the 12-year-old son of Sen. 
Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., was 
“very much improved.” 
Young Kennedy suddenly fell ill on an 
Irish holiday and was hospitalized 
Thursday, apparently suffering side 
affects from treatment for cancer. His 
right 
leg 
was 
amputated 
last 
November in an attempt to arrest bone 
cancer. 
“He is resting very comfortably,” a 
nurse at St. Vincent’s said. “In fact, 
he’s been playing Scrabble all mor­ 
ning. He’s very happy with us.

Reports are coming in that the corn 
borer is being taken in black light 
traps in increasing numbers. This 
should mean that egg laying should be 
taking place any time now. 
Generally, once the moths have 
emerged, they spend the day in fence 
rows, fields of small grains, or other 
sheltered places. On warm, calm 
evenings, they fly into corn fields and 
lay their eggs. These first moths of the 
year prefer the tallest, or more ad­ 
vanced corn. 
If the corn is small when the eggs 
hatch, most of the small larvae fail to 
become established and they die. Com 
is not the only plant that the borer 
feeds on. 
We’ve 
found

in 
potatoes, peppers, and one time in 
some sycamore seedlings in a nursery. 
The host list for this insect is quite 
long. 


It is advisable to be examining com 
and other plants the borer feeds on for 
signs of egg masses.

If possible, 
use a zig -zag or stretch stitch. If using 
a straig ht stitch, stretch the fabric just 
ahead of and just behind the needle as 
the fabric feeds throug h the machine. 
In knits that don’t rav el, stitch 
seams twice and trim the 
seam 
allowance to l4 inch. Use a ballpoint 
sewing machine needle and ballpoint 
pins. 
Use an underlap under zippers to 
protect y our skin. Fold a 2-inch wide 
strip of y our swim suit fabric in half 
leng thwise; attach it inside the suit so 
the zipper is cov ered. If the fabric is 
v ery stretchy , y ou may not need to use 
a zipper at all. 


Remember, if y ou are freezing foods 
in rig id plastic, cardbord, or g lass 
containers, y ou will need to leav e a 
“ headspace’’ at the top. If y ou fill them 
to the top, they may burst. Allow about 
*4 inch headspace in pint freezer jars, 
or any firm-ty pe container. Allow 
about Vz inch in quart sizes. Do not 
leav e too larg e a space or the food will 
not keep its fresh flav or, color, and 
tex ture. 
When y ou pack fruit such as peaches 
or berries in sy rup, place a piece of 
wax ed paper or aluminum foil on top of 
the fruit to keep it down in the sy rup. 
This will prev ent the fruit 
from 
discoloring , but still allow for the 
ex pansion of fruit during freezing . If 
course, it is not necessary to leav e a 
head space when y ou use plastic bag s 
for containers, becuase they will ex ­ 
pand when the food freezes. Fill them 
as full as possible and g et out all the air 
bubbles before sealing the bag .

You can check for infestation. Ix >ok 
for eg g masses on the twig s of the 
branches. Eg g s appear as white puffs 
with each puff containing up to 1500 
eg g s. You’ll need mag nification to see 
the tiny eg g s, Besides the white puffs, 
Miller say s y ou’ll see the foliag e of the 
tree start to turn black during J uly . 
This is called sooty mold, which g rows 
on the honey dew secreted by the 
scales. 
Eg g s are ex pected to hatch during 
the last week in J une, Miller say s. 
The specialist recommends spray ing 
when 25 to 35 per cent of the eg g s are 
hatching and the others are darkening , 
a sig n of a mature eg g . I^ast y ear 
Miller say s malathion was used in one 
heav ily infested city with 9 8 per cent 
control of the scale with one ap­ 
plica tion. Howev er, the Env iron­ 
mental Pollution Ag ency (EPA) has 
knocked out malathion for this pur­ 
pose, simply because it is not labeled 
specifically for cottony maple scale. 
Malathion is labeled for oy stershell 
scale, he say s, so if y ou hav e oy ster­ 
shell scale, bag worms or aphids y ou 
can use malathion leg ally . The product 
will control all of these. 
Sev in 80 per cent spray able, at I-V4 
pounds per 100 g allons of water should 
g et the job done, too. But, it may cause 
mites to build up.

If the fabric is 
very stretchy, you may not need to use 
a zipper at all. 


Remember, if you are freezing foods 
in rigid plastic, cardbord, or glass 
containers, you will need to leave a 
“ headspace” at the top. If you fill them 
to the top, they may burst. Allow about 
*4 inch headspace in pint freezer jars, 
or any firm-type container. Allow 
about ** inch in quart sizes. Do not 
leave too large a space or the food will 
not keep its fresh flavor, color, and 
texture. 
When you pack fruit such as peaches 
or berries in syrup, place a piece of 
waxed paper or aluminum foil on top of 
the fruit to keep it down in the syrup. 
This will prevent the fruit from 
discoloring, but still allow for the 
expansion of fruit during freezing. If 
course, it is not necessary to leave a 
head space when you use plastic bags 
for containers, becuase they will ex­ 
pand when the food freezes. Fill them 
as full as possible and get out all the air 
bubbles before sealing the bag. 
We still have some booklets on 
canning and freezing if you need them.

Cottony M aple 


Scale Attacks 


Shade Trees

Agriculture 
Silver maple trees are under attack 
by the cottony maple scale. The scale 
is in the egg stage now, according to 
Richard 
L. 
Miller, 
Extension 
Entomologist at The Ohio State 
University. 
You can check for infestation. Ix>ok 
for egg masses on the twigs of the 
branches. Eggs appear as white puffs 
with each puff containing up to 1500 
eggs. You’ll need magnification to see 
the tiny eggs. Besides the white puffs, 
Miller says you’ll see the foliage of the 
tree start to turn black during July. 
This is called sooty mold, which grows 
on the honeydew secreted by the 
scales. 
Eggs are expected to hatch during 
the last week in June, Miller says. 
The specialist recommends spraying 
when 25 to 35 per cent of the eggs are 
hatching and the others are darkening, 
a sign of a mature egg. I^ast year 
Miller says malathion was used in one 
heavily infested city with 98 per cent 
control of the scale with one ap­ 
plication. However, the Environ­ 
mental Pollution Agency (EPA) has 
knocked out malathion for this pur­ 
pose, simply because it is not labeled 
specifically for cottony maple scale. 
Malathion is labeled for oystershell 
scale, he says, so if you have oyster­ 
shell scale, bagworms or aphids you 
can use malathion legally. The product 
will control all of these. 
Sevin 80 per cent sprayable, at 1-^4 
pounds per IOO gallons of water should 
get the job done, too. But, it may cause 
mites to build up.

Honor Last Passenger Pigeon 
In Drive To Save Bird Run 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - Con­ 
servationists, zoologists and Cin­ 
cinnati Zoo patrons toasted the world’s 
last passenger pigeon at the zoo 
Thursday and vowed continued efforts 
to preserve dangered species. 
The pigeon, named Martha, died at 
the zoo in 1914 as an old maid despite a 
standing offer of $10,000 to find her a 
mate. 
She was stuffed and had been at the 
Smithsonian Institute for 60 years. The 
bird was returned here briefly for a 
fund-raising effort to preserve the 
zoo’s old bird run. 
Smithsonian officials said Martha will 
never leave the institute again. Some 
repairs had to be made before she left 
Washington. The bird is very fragile, 
officials said. 
The zoo sold the first IOO of 500 prints 
of a painting of the species offered by 
artist John Ruthven. The original oil 
will be auctioned later. 
The zoo had planned to raze the bird 
run, but Ruthven and local historians 
are seeking to have it designated a 
historic monument. The zoo now plans 
to renovate the area, one of the first 
buildings in America’s second oldest 
zoo.

“ When the group finally boarded the 
bus, they were forced to hit the floor as 
the windows were being smashed by 
stones. As it pulled away to apparent 
safety , it was discov ered that three 
women were missing. 
“ The 
m issing 
wom en 
w ere 
proceeding toward the bus when they 
saw the attack and stopped a police 
cruiser. The police said they couldn’t 
take the time to interfere. 
“ The bus group went to a police 
station at 501 New York Av enue, N.W., 
where they receiv ed little cooperation. 
Finally an ambulance took the injured 
to one hospital, but they were refused 
admission. They were then taken to 
another hospital but again receiv ed no 
attention. In desperation, a telephone 
call w as m ade to P ennsy lv ania 
political leaders. This brought im­ 
mediate action. Police arriv ed on the 
scene, took reports of the incident, and 
the injured were giv en medical at­ 
tention. One police official adv ised the 
group not to publicize the ev ent when 
they returned home. 
“ An ambulance driv er, Dav e Power 
of ambulance 5, was a real Samaritan, 
giv ing one of the women $5 so she could 
make the phone calls. 
“ The police put out an ‘all points’ 
bulletin for the three m issing women, 
and they were located at a hotel in 
Virginia. 
“ The bus returned to Hazelton, Pa., 
about 6 :30 Sunday morning. Many of 
the passengers had lost their money , 
driv ers’ licenses, credit cards, key s to 
their homes, ey e glasses, and many 
other personal items. One more stop 
had been included on the itinerary , a 
v isit to the Wax Museum, but out of 
fright it was cancelled.”

Wilchins, of the College of Medicine of

An entensiv e statistical study by 
them shows that a great many women 
did not know they were pregnant and 
therefore m ight be ex p osed un­ 
wittingly to drugs and medication that 
could be harmful to them and their 
unborn child. 
Such a routine test is sim ple and 
inex pensiv e. 


Two promising studies hav e been 
made by a Canadian research team

caused by tobacco. 
Dr. Frederick D. Bode, of McGill 
Univ ersity in Montreal, has dev ised a 
simple technique for measuring lung 
capacity . He believ es that tests can 
predict which indiv iduals would be 


harmed by tobacco smoking. 
Such an early discov ery of people 
who hav e a tendency to lung disease 
may prev ent them from the serious 
complications of emphy sema. 


For y ears I hav e pointed out the 
hazards of the inhalation of peanuts 
into the lungs of children. 
For this reason, I hav e strenuously 
adv ocated that y oung children should 
nev er be offered or allowed to eat 
peanuts. There is plenty of tim e to 
enjoy them when they are older. 
At the Univ ersity of Iowa College of 
Medicine, Dr. G. C. Zav ala has created 
an ingenious ty pe of wire 
basket 
which, when passed into the lungs, can 
grasp the accidentally inhaled peanut 
and ex tract it. 
This tiny instrument is a v ariation of 
the ones now in use. Its particular 
adv antage is that it can be passed 
through a flex ible fiber-optic tube and 
bring out foreign bodies from areas of 
the lungs formerly not accessible.

NEW YORK — Does your sense of 
outrage need dusting off?

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A model 
program to provide inexpensive hourly 
care for immobile, dependent elderly 
people who live with their families 
begins here in the fall.

MOUNT POCONO, Pa. (AP) 
— Preparations for Sunday’s 
Schaefer 500 mile cham­ 
pionship auto race continued 
indoors today, leaving the 
24-mile Pocono International 
Raceway to the many ducks 
and other wild animals which 
regularly inhabit it. 
The key to the right mixture 
of fuel economy and power 
was the object of concern to 
many crews readying their 
cars for the $400,000 event. 
Several teams have yet to 
find a way to make their 
alloted

gallons 
of 
methanol fuel last the race. 
And the unpredictable moun­ 
tain climate is giving them 
more troubles. 
Meanwhile, race officials 
were trying to roust the herds 
of wild animals that scurry 
across the track in front of the 
cars. 
“ This place is crawling with 
animals,” said Indianapolis

“ It’s funny when I talk about 
it now, but it might not have 
been if I’d hit him. Plastering 
a big duck at 200 miles per 
hour could throw you into a 
pretty good spin.” 
Stray rabbits and squirrels 
are a minor problem at other 
race tracks, but Pocono, in 
the heart of a heavy forest, 
has always had trouble with 
the pesky critters. 
“ We had a porcupine here 
one 
year,” 
Rutherford 
recalled. “ He wouldn’t move 
and nobody wanted to make 
him. 
“ Finally, a couple of fellas 
took care of him with a shot­ 
gun.” 
Cars were called off the track 
briefly Thursday when a 
mother duck escorted her 
four ducklings across the 
backstretch. 
George Snider, the last man 
to qualify for the race, 
reported a duck on the track 
during his entire run. 
“ He was just sitting up there 
against the wall in the third 
turn,” Snider said with a grin. 
“ I think he had a stopwatch 
on me.”

“ We expected him to make a 
lot of demands,” said Autry, 
who was in Oakland with 
coowner Bob Reynolds. 
“ Then he told us, i ’m not out 
for blood.

For Low Income 
Children Set 


Pickaway County Welfare Director 
Pauline Roese today announced a new 
program to detect illness in low- 
mcome children lief ore it becomes 
serious. 
The program, called Early & 
Periodic Screening, Diagnosis and 
Treatment (EPSD T), is now available 
in Pickaway County to all children 
under age 21 who are eligible for 
Medicaid health care benefits. Miss 
Roese said. 
“ Good health is one of the key fac­ 
tors in helping people break out of the 
welfare cycle and work toward 
productive, self-sufficient lives," the 
director said. 
She said the State Welfare Depart­ 
ment had sent notices explaining the 
program to all Aid to Dependent 
Children (ADC) families. 
EPSD T provides for periodic health 
check-ups, 
performed 
by 
local 
physicians and clinics and paid for 
through the Medicaid system. 
"The emphasis here is on prevention 
rather than cure," Miss Roese said. 
“ It’s easier, it s cheaper, and it im­ 
proves the quality of life for those we 
are trying to help. 
She pointed out that potential dollar 
savings for taxpayers was another 
important aspect of EPSDT, noting 
that preventive medicine is much 
cheaper than curing serious illness. 
The director described an EPSDT 
check-up as a physical examination 
covering 13 areas, including vision, 
hearing, dental growth and develop­ 
ment, nutrition, immunizations, heart, 
lungs, kidneys, ears, nose, throat, 
anemia, sickle cell anemia, parasites 
and lead poisoning. 
She 
said the 
county 
welfare 
department can refer families to 
available area physicians or clinics. 
Patients may also use their family 
physicians.
